WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


— A group of 120 persons in 
Crittenden County have band- 
ed together to form a co-opera- 
tive grocery designed primari- 
ly for the benefit of the poverty 
level persons in the county. 


The co-op store is located 


south 
of 
Arkansas 
50 and 


northeast of Earle, in an area 
known as Abson-Wynn. It is 
housed in a wooden building 
behind the home of the presi- 
dent 
of 
the co-op, Shedric 


Hemphill. 


"We got started in January 


by each of 100 persons giving 
?1 to begin the co-op. Since 
then, we have received an $830 
loan 
from 
the 
Office 
of 


Economic Opportunity for the 
grocery," Hemphill said. 


Stock in the one-room store 


consists of primarily 
staple 


foods that may be purchased 
with food 
coupons. The co-op 


recently purchased a meat box 
and meat scales and hopes to 
s t a r t 
handling 
perishable 


goods. 


"Most 
of the business we 


have in the store is food stamp 
business. Of course, some of 
the people 
make small pur- 


chases with cash," Hemphill 
said. 


The co-op is a nonprofit es- 


tablishment for those who op- 
erate the grocery, Time is used 
for working in the store or in 
connection with some type of 
business of the store is donated 
by members of the coop. 


Hemphill said the loan from 


the OEO must also be repaid, 


"Ail the rest for the coop 


was donated. The heater was 
donated, the work on the buijd» 
ing was donated, almost every' 
thing was donated, We don't 
have much to pay for," he 
said,

Fulbright 
Regrets Nixon 
Decision 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., said 
Thursday he regretted Presi* 
dent Nixon's decision not to 
nominate a Southerner to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


"I hope the president will re- 


consider and will seek from the 
southern region of the United 
States a nominee to the Su* 
premo Court tliat the people of 
the South and the nation can be 
proud of and that the Senate 
can approve overwhelmingly," 
Fulbright said. 


The Senate Wednesday reject* 


ed by a 01-45 vote Nixon's nom- 
ination of G. Harrold Carswell 
of Florida. The Senate had pre- 
viously rejected his nomination 
of Clement F, Haynsworth Jr. 
of South Carolina by a 55-45 
vote. 


Nixon said Thursday, "I have 


reluctantly conclided., that it is 
not possible to get confirmation 
for a judge on the Supreme 
Court of any man who believes 
in the strict construction of the 
Constitution as I do, if he hap- 
pens to come from the South." 


"I favored, and still hope for, 


the appointment of a judge who 
is a strict constitutional con- 
structionist who will exercise 
judicial 
restraint," 
Fulbright 


said. "I think it is an affront 
to the many eminently qualified 
southern jurists that the presi- 
dent has ruled them out of con- 
sideration." 


Fulbright said there are men 


in Arkansas who are "well 
qualified and who I feel could 
win the support of the Senate." 


"I said when I voted for 


Judge 
Haynsworth 
tliat 
I 


thought it was a good nomina- 
tion," Fulbright said. "I also 
applauded the president's re- 
ported desire to appoint a South- 
erner because 
I belived the 


court should have regional ba- 
lance." 


Fulbright voted against the 


Carswell nomination.

$2,000. 


"We buy our groceries from 


a grocery company in Mem- 
phis 
and that has been one 


problem. Since we have such 
a small space, we have to get 
the groceries at least once and 
sometimes two times a week," 
Hemphill said. 


He said the ordering is done 


by an "ordering committee" 
made up of members of the 
coop. 
The merchandise 
is 


brought back to the store, by 
a "packing committee," while 
still another committee checks 
the order, prices and merchan- 
dise, and puts the stock away. 


Help in setting up the coop 


was furnished to some extent 
by Volunteers in Service to 
America 
(VISTA) from both 


Crittenden County and Missis- 
sippi County, 


"We have VIST As living in 


the community and a VISTA 
came down from Mississippi 
County to help us set up our 
books. Now that it is set up 
members are doing most of the 
work," Hemphill said, 


The goal for membership in 


the coop is 400 and each mem' 
ber actually represents an en- 
tire family, according to Hemp* 
hill. 


"When we first set this up, 


we planned on having about 
400 members, Most of the mem» 
bers now are from around this 
area, but some come from oth- 
er parts of the county," he said, 


"We started this coop be* 


cause we felt we could help 
some people and I believe we 
have," Hemphill said,

Police flay 
Not Receive 
SS Benefits 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Brink- 


ley city policemen have been 
making 
Social 
Security 
pay- 


ments for years, but they dis- 
covered 
recently 
that they 


might not receive any of the 
benefits. 


Officials are researching the 


law and city and state docu- 
ments for a loophole that would 
qualify the policemen for the 
benefits for which they have 
been paying or permit them to 
get their money back. 


If all fails, they may have to 


settle for refunding of only pay- 
ments for the last four years, 
apparently all that would be al- 
lowed under the statute of limi- 
tations. 


Brinkley 
city officials in- 


quired about the status of the 
policemen's benefits about 10 
days ago after their attention 
was captured by a sentence in 
a booklet explaining the Social 
Security act. 


That sentence said that if po- 


lice pension plans were or- 
ganized before the Social Se- 
curity act became effective in 
Arkansas in 1951, the policemen 
were excluded from the Social 
Security program, according to 
Fred Henne, director of the 
s t a t e Employes Retirement 
System, 


George Bethell, Brinkley po- 


lice chief, believes the Brinkley 
pension plan was in effect as 
early as 1946, when he joined 
the force. 


Henne said there may be oth- 


er cities facing the same pre^ 
dicament as Brinkley. He said 
his office would be trying to 
determine this in the process of 
investigating 
Brjnkley's prob- 


lem. 


Henne said the investigation 


might uncover a technicality 
that would save the payments 
paid by Brinkley policemen. 


"I'm worrying now how many 


other city police departments 
are not eligible either," said 
Brinkley City Manager J o h n 
Holliday. "And, if they aren't 
eligible, then how do we get 
eligible." 


Mrs. Irene East, administra* 


tive assistant for Social Secur* 
ity for the public employes di* 
vision of the state retirement 
office, said the state was gov? 
erned by federal regulations, 
but that "we have to work it 
out." 


"Some of these men are near 


retirement age and I can see 
how it would upset them," Mrs.

Vietnamese 
Civilians 
Are Killed 


By T. JEFF WILLIAMS 


PRASAUT, Cambodia (AP) - 


At least 73 Vietnamese men, 
women and children held behind 
barbed wire in this town were 
killed 
by automatic 
weapons 


fire early today. 


They were cut down about the 


sanie time a Viet Cong force at- 
tacked' Prasaut, 20 miles from 
South Vietnam, from all sides 
for six hours with mortars, B40 
rockets and automatic rifles. 


The exact circumstances sur- 


rounding the slaughter of the 
Vietnamese held under guard as 
security risks were not clear. 
Cambodian troops in position 
around the detention camp were 
hesitant to discuss it. 


One lieutenant said the Viet- 


namese, 
rounded up Wednes- 


day, were killed in a crossfire 
between attacking 
Viet Cong 


and Cambodian troops. 


Two Viet Cong bodies were 


still lying in the dry paddy field 
only 100 yards from the deten- 
tion camp which is on the ex- 
posed eastern edge of Prasaut. 
A nearby 
thatch house lay in 


smouldering ruins and troops 
said Viet Cong grenades did it. 


The two buildings inside the 


80 by 100 foot enclosure where 
the Vietnamese are kept showed 
no signs of being shot up in a 
crossfire tliat would have to be 
prolonged to cause the kind of 
carnage still visible. 


One of the buildings had a 


concrete base which could have 
provided 
cover. 
In addition 


there were two deep drainage 
ditches on two sides where the 
150 or more Vietnamese could 
have hidden. 


But by the pools of blood in 


the middle of the compound, it 
appeared 
most of them died 


there. 


Hours 
after 
the shooting, 


there were two persons with 
Red Cross armbands attempting 
to give first aid to the 35 or 
more badly wounded who lay 
moaning and twisting in pain. 


A major with the troops, when 


asked how the Vietnamese had 
been killed, replied: "They are 
all Viet Cong." When asked for 
details he begged off by saying 
he had just arrived in Prasaut. 


In 
the grassy 
compound, 


heavy with the smell of death 
and the sound of women and 
children sobbing, an old Viet* 
namese spoke in Cambodian. He 
managed only a few words of 
French but said "pas Viet Cong, 
pas Viet Cong"~not Viet Cong 
was he looked around him. 


On two sides of the little area 


lay the bodies, lined, up near the 
loose three*strand barbed wire 
fence. Straw mats and light 
blankets, part of the few posses? 
sions the Vietnamese brought 
when 
removed 
from 
their 


homes in Prasaut, covered, the 
bodies. At least eight were chli» 
dren under 10. A precise coujat 
of the dead was difficult be- 
cause some bodies were still en* 
twjjie4 un4er the mats.

Truckers Are 
Continuing 
to Strike

Continuing strikes by truckers 


have resulted in a Chicago lock- 
out, layoffs in several Midwest- 
ern cities and brought scattered 
instances of violence. 


In other fields there was a 


teachers' strike in Minneapolis 
and threats of similar walkouts 
in three other cities, and a con- 
tinuing "sick out" by some air 
traffic controllers..,;

Five Chicago trucking asso- 


ciations ordered 32,000 drivers 
locked out today after a sixth 
carriers' group signed a con- 
tract providing pay hikes 50 per 
cent higher than a tentative na- 
tional settlement. 


Other 
truckers 
dissatisfied 


with 
the national 
agreement 


struck several major Midwest- 
ern industrial centers. These 
combined with other continuing 
wildcat strikes to force layoffs 
of 32,000 workers in Cleveland, 
Detroit and St. Louis. 


Violence connected with the 


strikes broke out in scattered 
sections of the nation. 


In Washington, D. C., Team- 


sters Union and trucking indus- 
try officials 
said they were 


standing by the tentative con- 
tract they worked out. It pro- 
vides a $1.10 an hour wage in- 
crease over three years. 


In the newest labor develop- 


ment, 3,400 striking Minneapolis 
school teachers crippled the 
city's 
99-school system and 


teachers prepared to strike in 
Los Angeles, Muskogee, Okla., 
and Butte, Mont. 


The 
Minneapolis 
teachers 


struck in defiance of state law 
and a court order. They de- 
manded 
increased 
pay and 


smaller classes. 


Issues in the other prospective 


teacher strikes ranged from sa- 
lary demands to desegregation 
policies. 


The 17-dayold air traffic con- 


trollers strike has led to layoffs 
of 
1,700 employes of Trans 


World and United airlines.

judge from Tallahassee, Fla. He 
told them "My next nominee 
will be from outside the South 
and he will fulfill the criteria of 
strict constructionist with judi- 
cial experience either from a 
federal bench or on a state- ap- 
peals court," he said. 


Bayh said later the President 


was telling the South his two 
previous nominees were picked 
solely because they were from 
that region. That means, Bayh 
said, the President is trying "to 
feather 
the jwlitical nest of 


Richard Nixon" rather than fill 
a high court vacancy created by 
Abe Fortas' resignation last 
May. 


Two Southern senators who 


voted against Carswell after 
supporting Haynsworth also dis- 
agreed with Nixon.

Psoriasis Controllable 
But Is Not Curable

Q—My son 


What causes 
cured? 


A—The exact cause is un- 


known but a hereditary fac- 
tor may be present and a 
high blood cholesterol level 
predisposes to this disease. 
Nervous tension may also 
be a factor but this may be 
a result r a t h e r than the 
cause. 


The disease is chronic and 


cannot be cured but it can 
often be controlled. A mild 
tar1 ointment, followed1 by di- 
rect exposure to the sun's 
rays or a sunlamp, is usually 
helpful. A new highly refined 
tar ointment that also con- 
t a i n s allantoin 
(Alphosyl 


Gel) is colorless and is pre- 
ferred by many. 


Skin creams that contain 


drugs of the cortisone group 
help many victims if, after 
applying the cream, t h e y 
cover the area with a plastic 
wrapping (Saran Wrap or 
Handi Wrap). If a vitamin A 
deficiency exists, taking this 
vitamin should help but, in 
the absence of such a de- 
ficiency, 
it should not be 


taken. 


A bland ointment incorpor- 


ating vitamin A for local ap- 
plication can be taken by 
anyone and has a beneficial 
effect as long as its use is 
continued. A new treatment 
has been reported from Eng- 
land. After the lesions have 
been cleared up with a coal 
tar product, the victim, two 
nights a w e e k , applies a 
paste c o n t a i n i n g small 
amounts of salicylic acid and 
anthralm, at bedtime, to the 
skin areas where the lesions 
used to be. This ointment 
must not be used near the 
eyes. A paste containing am- 
moniated mercury and sali- 
cylic acid has also helped 
many victims

otrexate in the control of 
psoriasis? 


A—This powerful drug is

careful medical supervision. 


Q—Would drinking alcohol 


aggravate psoriasis? Is if 
ever fatal?

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - As in 


the case of the weather, every- 
body at the Masters Golf Tour- 
nament is talking about the 15th 
hole but nobody can do anything 
about it. 


They've 
dubbed 
it "Stone 


Mountain South." 


"It looks like they've buried a 


herd of dinosaurs out there," 
said Bill Casper. "I think it de- 
tracts from the natural contour 
of the course." 


"You don't help a hole by 


lengthening it-1 think it's a 
mistake," adds Gene Sarazen, 
whose double eagle on the hole 
in 1935 is one of the classic shots 
in the history of the game. 


Sarazen would never be able 


to make a double eagle there 
now. Nor would almost every- 
body else in the field, which 
starts on the second round today 
in the 34th Masters. 


It's been turned into a mon- 


ster—the controversial monster 
of the Augusta National course. 


Before this year, the 15th was 


listed as a par five hole measur- 
ing 
520 yards. 
Actually, 
it 


played at about 480yards. 


To toughen the hole, which 


was rated a 4Va par, meaning it 
was a goodr birdie hole, the Au- 
gusta architects lowered and 
lengthened the tee and planted 
two large and several small 
mounts on the right side of the 
fairway in the normal hitting 
area. 


This has cut the target area 


for a good drive to a gun-barrel 
area about 30 yards across. It 
plays a pure 520 yards or longer 
— an Increase of perhaps 30 
yards in length. 


A small pond lies in front of 


the green. There's heavy foliage 
at the left and a trap at the 
right. 


When Sarazen made his fa- 


mous double eagle, he drove 
into the center of the fairway 
and then hit a three wood—"I 
hit it pure." he said—which sent 
the ball to the green and Into 
the cup.

Is Calm 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., reacted 
calmly Thursday to an attack 
on him by Martha Mitchell, wife 
of U.S. Atty. Gen. John Mit- 
chell. 


Mrs. Mitchell was quoted by 


the Arkansas Gazette as saving 
it was a "damn shame" that 
Fulbright voted against confir- 
mation of Supreme Court nom- 
inee G. Harrold Car swell. 


The article said Mrs. Mitchell 


urged the Gazette to "crucify" 
Fulbright for voting against 
Carswell. Mrs. Mitchell is a na- 
tive of Arkansas. 


The Evening Star in Washing- 


ton said Mrs. Mitchell later de- 
nied asking the Gazette to "cru- 
cify" Fulbright. 


The Star quoted Mrs, Mitchell 


as saying in an interview that 
the Gazette had called her first, 
and that the actual time was 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday night, 
not 2 o'clock the next morning. 


In Washington, Fulbright said 


he was not taking the attack 
too seriously and that Mrs, Mit- 
chell's language probably was 
more flamboyant than she in- 
tended. 


"I don't think she really 


meant that," Fulbright said, "It 
was just a manner of speech," 


"I regret her rather flamboy- 


ant language," Fulbright said, 
"She is a little unrestrained In 
the way she expresses herself, 
I'm sure the attorney general 
had nothing to do with this,"
